Bourguiba Returns 
Home From Europe 


TUNIS (AP—President Ha- 
bib Bourguiba of Tunisia re- 
turned to his country Monday 
after a month’s holiday in Eu- 
rope which included an impor- 
tant session with Pr nt 
Charles de Gaulle of France 
on the Algerian problem. 

Bourguiba's plane landed 
shortly before noon on an air- 
field crowded with notables and 
thousands of Tunisians who 
came out to greet their presi- 
dent. Farhat Abbas, “Premier” 
of the Algerian nationalist reb- 
els, was one of the notables 
out to meet Bourguiba. 

Bourguiba went to Switzer- 
land Feb. 10 for a rest and 
for medical treatment of an 
ailing throat. He flew into 
Paris for a oneday meeting 
with De Gaulle,’ and then flew 
to Rabat to attend the funeral 
of the late King Mohammed 
of Morocco. 2 

While in Rabat, Bourguiba 
met with Abbas and with the 
new King of Morocco, Hassan 
Il, on the Algerian eituation.

Handicapped to Earn Their Living 


‘By TSUGI SHIRAISHI 
Fifty physically-handica 
men and women are working 
at the Izumi-no-Iye, (House of 
Fountain), an institute for the Ple 
handicap in Okura-machi, 
Setagaya-ku, Tokyo. This is a 
privately-financed institute head- 
ed by Miss Kazue Hayama, a 
Christian volunteer social work- 
er. 


Herself being handica 
Miss Hayama wanted to help 
crippled people. She opened a 
consultation office in the Okura 
Hospital in 1953 and helped 
crippled ex-servicemen _ spirit- 
ually and materially. She was 
particularly in sympathy with 
the deformed ex-servicemen, be- 
cause her father had been a 
colonel in the Japanese army. 


In 1956 the Izumi-no-lye was 
founded within the compound 
of the Okura Hospital and sev- 
eral ex and their 
families were housed here. 
Gradually the inmates became 
self-supporting and left the in- 
stitute and in the following 
year the institute started to ac- 
commodate .crippled men and 
women and ve vocational 
guidance to help them become 

self-supporting. 

' As no Government help was 
given to private institutes for 
the handicapped at that time 
Miss Hayama had to look for 
financial support somewhere 
else. In spite of difficulty in 
walking as her right hand and 


leg are crippled, she visited 
friends and iness firms and 
appealed for help. 


“I owe a great deal to many 
individuals who have been serv- 
ing on the board and others 
who have given donations and 
civic organizations such as the 
International Ladies Benevolent 
Society and the Rotary Club 
which gave us financial help,”
